of \v('li'onii> will proNe initial to tin' ioy 
alty of tilt: ir.solutiiiiis ihey pas.s('il on 
Wednesday. Tlir uuca.iiun i.s certiiiiily 
jvortliy of aiiytliing which can be ac- 
complished in the .shape of .spoeclies, ad 
(IressoB, banquotH, mottoes, balls, and 
triumphal nrcln's. l'"or this i.s no ordi- 
nary sniiii lioyal proj^'rcss .such a.s the 
C'aniuliaii.s ha\-i' ln'i'ii in the hahit of 
accoi'dina their rulers diiriiii; the more 
recent Vicei^egul tenures. 'J'iie \'ici 
orians arn^familiar with ordinary Uov- 
ernorK. I^.")yally of a kind has al^o 
now and then paid thcni a \i.sit. 
Ka.mi:ii..\mkii.\ \'., of lliiwaii, livrd in 
Ksepiiniault lor a hrief period, and 
during the later yciirs of lii.s ill- 
spent life UiP dilapidated old chief 
of the Tsongi.sh Indians, known a.s 
TCihg Fiti;r.zv, had his rude hoard 
palace on tin- cither .^ule of the har- 
bour, which he cros.srd, v. lien .sullicient- 
ly Bober, to beg for whiskey which to 
liiin was till' t'uc thing needful. Slk 
years ago Lonl I )i'FK1-:ui.n niiule a iri 
iiiiiijhal run along the coast, and liy 
the usual route, to the Cariboo gold 
diggings. But until now the Province 
has never had the chance of looking on 
u nienibcr of ilie Koyal Hou.se to which 
the colonist.s have cvci- owed a ready 
allegiance. JJi'itish (.'idunibia has, 
therefore, every right to make the 
most of her present chance. Last au 
tumn Lord Lorxf. performed a rapid 
but nieniorablu journey throiiLrh .Muni 
loba, which doubllofis .served as an ad- 
luirable adverti.seiiient to ihe iiierit.s of 
that country. lint i he trip which he 
intend.s undertaking this autumn in 
company with the Princess will in ev- 
ery respect lie still more remarkaklc. 
The Canadian Pacific Ijcing even yet 
far from the confines of the province 
through which he inlends travelling, 
the jouriiev acros.s the CoiUinent will, 
we presume, be uieliTtaken by the us- 
ual route to Sail I'raucisco, and tlitii 
northward either by .steamer, or, more 
likely, by the railroad which, sim e the 
time when TiiACKKitAV jeeredal Drogou 
Centrahs as ak ill to Patagonia Deben- 
tures, has peiieirated the picturesque 
region bi'lween the Sacra inenlo River 
and Piigei Sound. ()nce in I'riiish 
Columbia, however, the sea and tTie 
mountain road.s, unleKm, indeed, they 
essay a voyage on some of the inland 
lakes or down the swift rivers in canoes, 
must be the sole mode of transit vouch 
safed to the G(i\ i-:i;Nni; diiNicnAi. and 
his Uoy.il wife. Xor i-ouM they de 
aire a nobif'r wav of seeing the couii- 
tiy, or a land wihler aiul more pictu- 
resque than the FartlieMl. West of the 
Canadian Dominion. 

British Columbia and Vancouver 
Island are still among the few regions 
in North America round which clings 
a savour of roniaiice, for many of their 
Nvihl wastes lie very iinicli in llie cdii- 
dition they were in wlieii the whiti^s 
first settled along Frasor River, und on 
^- the aiiores of Victoria Jlarbour. The 
interior of the isliiml, though as large 
as Scotland, was, u]) to the year IStJu, 
quite unknown, iiml since that date 
has been penetrated bv few pioneers. 
The southe);n end i:i o[;en, but with 
the exce[)lion of a ]irairie liere and 
there along the coast, as at Como.v, 
the country mny lto described as a sea 
of mountains, clothed witli dense (ir 
forests down to the water's edge, and 
intersected liy lone lakes along the 
eonlines of wdiicli the lirowii bear, the 
wolf, the wapiti,- the lieaver, and the 
black-tailed deer swarm, and liy rivers 
broken by falls and cascades up whii h 
during the summer months three or 
four species of salmon are l(!a|)iiig in 
i.'OunlloKS tiiousand.s. I'ritisli Colum 
bia is evifii wilder, and certainlv more 
varied in its feal.un-s. l-'roni licacon 
Rill the (listinguished travellers inav 
look acro.ss the isliiiid (lc)tted llulf of 
Georgia, cooierl by the breezo that 
blows from the other .side of the strait 
which Juan de Fuca was sent to forli 
fy, "lust the English should pass 
through from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
oitic,'' or by the chiller wind wafted 
across the volcanic snmniit of the great 
Mount Baker, the loftiest peak of the 
CSascade Mountains. Weat of this 



range the country is, with rare e.\cep- 
tions, one vast nr forest, inteisected 
by the rivers which flow to the I'acific, 
or by deep fjords down the precipitous 
bides of .which the melting snows are 
now plunging in thundering cascades, 
or through the inland end of which 
glaciers are making their way to the 
■seu, Hut eastward of the Cascades 
the country changes. Instead of dense 
primeval jungles of Douglas and .Men- 
ziea firs, giant "cedars" and broad 
leavefl maples, with an undergrowth of 
salal ,iiuckleberry, thimbleberry, and sal- 
monberry bushes, we arrive in a sparso- 
ly-woodod land, thinly dotted by grove- 
like expanses of the ponderosa pine, and 
covered by bunch gra.ss the wondrous- 
ly nutritious cjunliires of which are 
fatniliar to any ofve wIjo iia» dyer drjvj 
en a herd of cattle " up country. " 
NV'pst of the Cascades tiie season.s are 
wet, but the climate all' the year round 
is very temperate. The liavliours 
never freeze, ice along the coast is un- 
known, and, unle.ss for torrents of rain, 
tlie winter is by no means a disagree- 
ablo time of the year, i'lnst of the 
range the suatmer is very warm ; mel- 
ons and tomatoes r!]ien far north of 
the foriy ninth parallel, and i>.t an al- 
titude of several thousand feet aViove 
the sea. The winter is, however, ex- 
ceedingly coKl, but dry and jileasant. 
This character of country continues 
until the foot hills of the Rocky Moun- 
tftiiiH are reached, whore the moist 
clouds wdiicli impinge against their suiii- 
mits discharge a plentiful rainfall, ami 
nourish thiik woods, through which 
rise the sources of the Columbia, the 
Fraser, and otiier tloods which course 
across the whole breadth of the Prov 
ince, or, in the case of the former, 
through (.)regoii and Washington Terri- 
tory to tlie distant Pacific. Jlerc, ac- 
cordingly, is a lone land partially un- 
known, full of the /'(■/•(/' iKtlurn', rich in 
mines of coal, copper, sih er, and gold, 
whoso rivers and seas are alive with 
salmon and other tish, scarcely disturb- 
cIj by any one save the . numerous Li- 
dian iSepts whose principal food they 
hav(! formed for countless ages. 

Vet, 111 .spite of its many and varied ro- 
seuice.i, British Cohimbi.a has not jiros- 
perod. The Spaiiiard.i fur a time held 
Noutka Sound, and traditions of their 
stay atill linger among IhoMowichaht In- 
diiULs, wheso broken tribe hangH around 
Friendly Cove. But from the time when 
Dell t.hiadra sun'oiidurcd the settlement 
to \'ancc)Uver, who e.-,tablislicd tlio in.^u- 
larity of the island winch boar.s his name, 
up to the day when, with the mainland, 
thou known as Now Caledonia, it was 
granted to the lliidaon Bay Company in 
trust f(jr llio crown, tlio wide rcginn wa.s ; 
uiidiaturbcd by ,'Uiy cxce[)t the nunuirnim 1 
aboriginal tribi^.s who finliod in its waters ! 
or hunted through its woods. The fur 
company, of course, used it only f(jr 
liultry gathering, and could scarcely be 
expected to encourage settlen whose first 
oiieratioiis wnultl bu to diminish thi! wild 
animals from which the factors and chief 
traders earned the le.pdly dividends then 
ridmg in (fracechurch street. But wlion 
gold was reported fnaii Fraser river it 
wa.s hopeless any longer to Btein the tide. 
Uutwoea 1858 and 1862 British Cuhimbia 
— as the country was now called — experi- 
enced its "flush times," for when the 
golden sands of the Fraser "bars" wore 
e.\liiuiHted or left to Cliinainen, the in- 
finitely richer placora of Caribofi wore 
disipoverod. In time, however, the sur- 
face depoait.s in tho northern creeks were 
wa.slied out, :ind the dee]i lying gravels 
could uiily bo iHiachcd by tho o.xiiondituru 
of more money than the poor man had at 
his dispo.siil. Then copper and silver were 
to make everybody's fortune; but noithor 
has done so yet . Fish in tho shape of 
cod and canned salmon look more [ironiis- 
iiig, and lumber for homo consumption is 
fairly lucrative. Of coal British Columbia 
has the iforth Pacific munopoly. Cali- 
fornia and Oregon liave all hor other ra- 
souicos, but their oonl is poor, wdiilo that 
of Nunaimo, in Vancouver Island, is 
good, though of tho cretaeooua period. 
Tho province is never likely to be an agri- 
cuhural one; but there is land more than 
Huflieieiit to grow food and graze stock for 
tlio 10,000 whites wdio are scattered over 
its wide oxpanso. For some years it suf- 
forod by the political experiment of gov- 
erning the island and the mainland separ- 
ated from each olhor, as two rival colo- 
nies, administered by separate staffs and 
legislated for by two parliaments in mini- 
ature, and not always actuated by tho 
kindliest of foolinga towards each other. 
Ah a pnn incQ of Canada it has not proved 
a much greater success. It was distant 
from tlie mother country as a colony; it 
is distant from (Utawa as a [irovincc, and, 
moreover, is afllicteil by a particularly 
pestilent class of politicians who can 
never lot well alone. But with gold, coal, 
copper, silver, iron, timber and Csh, land 
fit for cattle, wheat and hops, a climate 
the memory of which is a pleasure to all 
old rosidonts, harbors everywhoro and 
open all tho year round, a peaceful In- 
dian population, and closo proximity to 
tho neighboring American States, it will 
go hard with tho Pacific Province if, be- 
fore very many years, anew and better 
era in its history should not begin.

Tho Troablos of Srow Q&j in Egrrpt 
and at Homo. 

The unhappy war correspondent of 

The Dally Tdeg-raph, who sent the 
blundering telegram accusing English 
troops of running away, has been dis- 
missed, or at least recalled, by his edit- 
or. His blunder was certainly most 
mischievous, and provoked great ex- 
citement here. Tho unlucky man is 
Drew Oay, an industrious collector of 
news, if not a writer of conspicuous 
idogance. It is strange that until W. 
H. llussell arrives in Egypt not a ain-. 
glo "crack" war correspondent will " be 
there. The newspapers here seem to 
have heon taken by surprise, and then 
to have thought it hardly worth while 
to bring their great gun.s to tho fore. 
Tho only man of any public reputation 
piosonl at the bonibardnient was ilr. 
Cameron of The Stam/ard, and his re- 
nown rests on tho slender basis of a 
single clever performance — the sending 
of the first full description of the de- 
feat at Majuba Hill. 

L^-ew (iay came into notice during 
the ,'^ervian nnd Kusso-Turkish cam- 
p.tigns, nnd sent home a great deal of 
news, the accuracy of which was de- 
nied by other special correspondents, 
who accused him of never having been 
near the places ho described. In con- 
trovei-sies of this kind, however, it is 
well to rt'iiu'iaber the proverb of two 
of a trade, woiidei'fully oxemplilied 
iluiing tho Prince of Wales' tour in 
India, when a dead set was made at 
Mr. (lay . by the other .special corres 
pondent.s. It is hardly my province to 
know tho merits of such squabbles as 
these ; I only record facts. During 
his stay at Constant iiioph; Mr, Clay 
sent freciuent accounts of interviews 
with the Sultan which, however they 
were satirized and attacked, appear 
to have taken place as described ; for 
Mr. (lay ri.'ceived the order of t\\? O.s- 
maniu, a sort of Turkish Order of tho 
darter and a very dillerent thing from 
the .Mcdjiilje, which is scattered broad- 
cast. .Mr. Cay in some respects is un- 
lucky. On the occa.sion of tho Duke 
of .\lban/'s marriage he made what 
ought to have been a great coup. No- 
thing was su[i;iose(l to be more dis- 
tinctly private and secure from news- 
paper intrusion than the royiil baii- 
cpiet at SV'indsor (.'asile. Neverthe- 
less .Mr. Cay contrived to secure, if 
not n glimpse of the company as they 
sat down, the several interesting de- 
tails of stale observed at tho sol- 
emn fen.st. I'niuckily he made a mis- 
take, which might have been thought 
impossible, in coiifouniling Lord Syd- 
nov, who proposed the toasts by virtue 
of hisotliceas Lord Steward of thehou.se- 
liold, with -lohn Brown, tho Queen's 
personal servant, who stood immediate- 
ly behind her I\lnjesty. How he mix 
up the well-known Lord Steward in 
his golden coat with a sharp-visaged 
Highlander servant is hard to under- 
stand. Probably his informant led 
him astray ; but in any case the whole 
effect of the banquet scene was spoiletl 
by the correction which tho newspaper 
was subsequently constrained to make. 
Elverybody coulcl see that the [irivilegcd 
correspondent had described as an eye- 
witness, what, like " the Sjianish fleet,'' 
had not been "in bight" of his own vis- 
ual organ.s. His emiiloyers were en- 
raged as a matter of course. Then 
came a scanty account of tho bombard- 
ment of Alexandria, the shortcomings 
of which were cxplninerl or extenuated 
by the ca|)Hize of a boat. The "last 
straw" laid upon the Dai/i/ Tfkijrdpli 
"camrd" is the mistaking of a picket 
driven in, for a panic among tho sol- 
diers, and Mr. Gay is recalled, if not 
dismi-sod. Out he is an active and 
c.ip.'iblo man, who.se only fault is too 
much zeal, and bo is not likely to go 
under for long in any case. — London 
Con: y. }'.

Aftoi' the Anuiir.iii war brokii <>ut 
there iirose ii scliool i>f soiitimental song 
ill connoction with the dofuuct warrior, 
in which Bome reference was invariably 
made to his maternal rolutive such as 
''Kiss him for liis iimthor." "Just bo- 
rore the battlo mother," etc, the "fatlior" 
being always ignored until at last Artu- 
niaa Ward protested that enough had 
been said about the warrior's mother, and 
it was tiino "the old man" should have a 
ehanco. ThiH is just the jioint. The pa- 
ternal govornmont of this province has 
been so much addicted to sontuiientalizing 
over and protecting the defaulting debtor 
liiat it is time "the old man" (the credi- 
tor,) should have a cliance, iiH just now 
he has no show at all. Lot us look at 
our provincial legislation on this head. 
\Va have a law of a somewhat unitBual 
eliaractor, whicli exempts both the real 
Mild tliu personal property of a man from 
tho just claims of his creditors to the 
amount of sSqOO. In addition there is on 
the Btatuto-booka a homestead law whicli 
allows a solvent man to settle on his wife 
real and personal property of the value of 
^'J,50O. Of humostoad laws in general it 
may be said that they are, a.s a matter of 
tact, commercially false in principle, and 
only admissible in a now country likn 
this where a merchant artisan or aelM -r 
is struggling with the difficulties of bu da 
iiig up a business or olearini'.a furui, 
where he is subjected to vicissiuid s and 
hardships from which residents in older 
countries are exempt. In ordinary in- 
stances ■ any artificial protection of the 
debtor against the huiiest demands of his 
creditors mu.'it lie considered unsound. 
Now, it may bo said, "You know the 
law, why do you givo credit ? " but every 
man in business is aware that business 
cannot be coiulucted without giving cred- 
it, and lie does givo it, though lie knows 
when he comes to collect his accountB, 
the debtors, if so inclined, can propound 
the old conundrum. "Will you have it 
now or wait till you get it?" and he often 
waits a good while. This is a common 
experience, and though the law may in 
some cases protect the honest and unfor- 
tunate, it also does a good deal more; it 
makes the careless man more corele.'is 
and the unprincipled man more uiiprin 
ci|)led; it embaraases the lionest trader 
who is compelled to tind means to carry 
on his business unless he intends to be- 
come bankrupt, precisely what ho wishes 
to avoid, and what in the intorosts of the 
comninnity ho should avoid. The ex- 
emption law of ^00 whea weighed in the 
balance is found wanting, and must be 
regarded as an injury and obstruction to 
busine.ss. But our laws have ii singuliir 
eccentricity, in that while excluding all 
other creditors they make an exception 
in favor of the landlord, the very person 
whom so many people wish protection 
from. Why rent should be esiMcially 
protected in tliis manner over other 
idaims is one of tho.so things that no man 
can understand except on the plea that 
the framers of the law must have liad 
some pretty h.ird tenants. However this 
may bo, it is time th^t the creditor 
should he protected as well as the debtor. 
It may bo said, "the courts are open, let 
them implead une another." Ah I 
there's the rub. The cnurta are an slow, 
the acts they endeavor to carry out so de- 
fective and conflicting and their interpre- 
tation a matter of such grand uncertain- 
ty, that it is cheaper to submit to a loss 
tlian endeavor to make it larger by ap- 
plying a legal remedy. This state of 
things is no fancy picture. It ia patent 
to all that unless the lawyers Ijostir them- 
selves to bring about some improvomenl 
in the statutes atfecting <lebtor and cred- 
itor no one will go to law in search of 
justice. But the exemption law was not 
the only legal feat of our legislators; 
they enacted a lien law, which though a 
very good thing in itself, was found to 
bo utterly futile from defective construc- 
tion, and had to be hung up on the same 
peg with the statute which so ably 
restricted Chinese immigration. In 
regard to the SoOO exemption law, 
we have endeavored to show that its 
principle is not only mijnst but injurious 
to the business interests of the commu- 
nity. It will not do io say that all enjoy 
the benefit of the law alike, for if a niiin 
lias small accounts out to the amount of 
a thousand dollara ivhich lie fails to col- 
lect by reason of the hiA', it is clear that 
if ho fails to pay his own debts he would 
only make 80OO by taking tidvantago of 
the statute. Why should the debtor be 
protected any more than the creditor ? 
Credit may bo abused, though it is one 
of the greatest stimulants of commercial 
enterprise, but it cannot thrive under a 
system of unfair protection. Therefore 
wo say with Artemus, "let the old man 
h.avo a chance." 



Some Rule. 



To TUE Enirou: — The question is often 
asked, why should not Ireland have the 
home rule so veheinently domandcd ? 
Would it not be better tu incur some risk 
than that the present dreadful state of the 
country should continue ( The outcries 
of the home- rnler.ii and their allies, the 
land league, are so overpowering that one 
in apt to disregard the fact that there is a 
section of the Irish jicople wlio are up- 
posed to their views; and tlunigli in num- 
bers a small minority of the entire popu- 
lation, measured by their wealth, their 
progress, their resolute and persevering 
energy, this party form a very impdrtant 
political element, and one whoso voice, if 
not so loud, is as earnest as that of the 
majority. This party is represented 
chiefly in the north, but also more or less 
throughout the country. To show what 
they think of homo rule w e quote the 
Bolf^t News Letter and Northern IfHiig. 
The. News Letter say a: "The conditions 
of Great Britain and Ireland being con- 
sidered, existing inraiigenients are the 
heat arrangements for all concerned, 'i'lio 
Koman Oatliolics fpf Ireland would not 
have a Protestant parliament and the 
Frotostants of Ireland would not, have a 
Hotnan Catholic parliament, while a mix- 
ed parliament would bo little bettor than 
a beargarden. Before many montlia Ire- 
land would be tlie theatre of a radical and 
roHgiouB war of the most terrible charac- 
ter, and the conflict would require the 
presence of English annios to reconquer 
our country. Does any one in his senses 
imagine that the Protestant people of Ire- 
land would submit to bo ruled from Col- 
lege Green by Parnoll, Healy and Biggar! 
Not for a day— not for an hour. The 
Roman Catholic gentry would sympathize 
with their Protestant neighbors in this 
respect, and the result of the change 
would be confusion ovorywhoro. What- 
ever the Canadian parliament may say or 
do in relation to Irish homo rule Irish- 
men will not have it." 

Then liear the Northern Whig on the 



same <}uo8tion." " Tlie libemls and con< | 
servatives of Ulster have no intention of 1 

separating from (!reat Britain. They will j 
not do so, 110 niatter w hat governments 
or parliaments mii^' say or do. Belfast is 
now almost as largo as Dublin. It is the 
centre of a prosperous and intelligent 
community who owe nothing to govern- 
ments. The intelligent and independent 
classes here will not allow themselves to 
be swampod-- to be deprived of all power 
anil inilueiice, throiigli evoii a numerical 
majority of disall'rcti d pua.iaiits in the 
south and west of Irehjnd. They would 
not do so under any con.sideratinii. 
Itather than submit, we say unhesitating- 
ly, that they would prefer civil war, and 
defend their property and their lives, 
which would buth be in jenpardj-. These 
are grave words. They ;ire not lightly 
written. They express a great truth 
which is wortli considering by British 
statesmen who may think lit to regard the 
rspoal of the Union and the ultimate es- 
tablishment of an independent Ireland as 
an open (|Mestioii." 

These extracts suiiice in show that the 
desire fi.ir luiiiie rule is not uiiaiiimous 
and evince a spirit which no government 
can safely ignore. There are other even 
more weighty reasons why this lirst step 
towards severance of the I'nion should 
not be lightly taken. Certaifi concessions, i 
however, in the way of local self-govern- | 
iiieiit might be made willupiit weakening ! 
the bonds which now uiiile the kingibnn, 
and the.se will probably be granted.

FREE THINKERS' CONVENTION. 

A StrangfO outcono of Modorn T.b.oufflit 
"Rojootioa of aovoalod Religion— 
Bollof in Spiritualism— A Froo 
TlioTiffht Sottlomont. 

Watki.n.s, iS. v., .\iig. '-'8. Ihi- jires ' 
eiit convention of free thinkers i.s a com- 
plete success. The attendance has been j 
very large and the speakers able and ear- I 
nest. The .subjects di.-^rnssnd were vari- 
ous, but .'dl were of course in the direc 
tion of modern llnuight ami nppo.-icd to 
"biblical superstitinii. " Tl.iunas i'aine 
came in for a large share of praise and 
was warmly defended against what was 
termed clerical virulence. Mrs. .Sever- 
aiico, of .Milwaukee, delivered .'i pro- 
nounced "[u ninn ill f.iv or of a (iodle.-^s 
religion. V> liilo dmiyiiig the existence of 
a Supreme Being she expressed a strong 
belief in .spiritualism, declaring that she 
had held frequent converse with the 
spirits of the departed. Mr. Charles 
Bright, of .-Xu.stralia, made a strong appeal 
oil liehalf of hoiiian nature, saying that 
the teachings oi all religii'iis in limes 
past had been that it was depraved; that 
to be good and reach heaven wo must 
crucify it, crush it; but that now, on the 
contrary, science taught us that it was 
not depr.ived; thai it was a good thing, 
not an evil thing- (Uir teacher, not our 
devil. lie [iredictod that the last days of 
the Cliii.stiaii religi.ui had come, from the 
fact that when ymi begin to cast ridicule . 
on theology, it indicates that it is on its . 
last legs and that no more argument is 
needed. Hi' spoke in earnest ju'.'iise of 
Aniiio liesant and Charles Brudlaugh, 
i going stimewhat into Uctail.i in relation to 
I the career of the hitter. Mr. Wnlser gave 
I an account of a town in South Missouri, 
: called "Liberty Jli.ssouri," which, though 
I only twenty months in existence, had a . 
I population of SOO. They had no (rod 
I there, no devil and no hell. There were 
no I'reachcrs or .saloons and 110 churches; 
no drunkunnoss and 110 brawling. They 
liad schools and a meeting for instruction 
every Sunday evening. An orphan asy- 
lum had been founded, where no sectarian 
or supei'iiatural religion would be taught 
the children, and where no teacher of 
such Would t'lnd euiploynu^nt. (.)n Sun- 
d.ay there was a I.iiger alteiiil.iiiee than iit 
all the churches 111 the village combined. 
The convention is regarded as a grand 
success. The next meeting will lie held 
at Saratoga. 

Do the English Hato? 

The Liverpool Coi/i i'.'r sayn ; The ques- 
tion is often asked, do tlio English hate 
the Irish? The late.1t Htteiii|il tu give an 
affiriuat ;N'e ['.'I'ly to the iiuery is iiiuile liy 
Mr. (iodkiii 111 the new number of the 
Xui-'leriitlt l\nlu,.i. .Ml-. (Jodkin is the 
editor of the New York A'k/ioii, and, of 
course, he demonstrates his facts from 
"an .\mericaii view of Ireland." He ad- 
mits that we are i|uite willing, and even 
eager to avail ourselves of Irishmen's 
great (|ualities whenever we can. " They 
are often favorites in sociel)'." he says. 
"The}' attain high rank at the bar and on 
the bench, and in llie civil service and in 
the army. In fact, I doubt whether it 
may not bo said that they get more than 
their fair share of such rewards as Kng- 
lish Society beslou.s 011 social and |)rofes- 
sional talent. This is all true, but it does 
not conflict with my story. Irishmen 
succeed in England not as Irishmen, but 
as Knglislimeii. That is to say. an Irish- 
man who shows tlie kind of (|ua!itios 
which Englisliiiien love and honor under- 
goes an unc<uisciou.s transformation in 
•heir ininds. " Xow, this assumption is 
about as true as another accu.satiun which 
Mr. (lodkin makes— that no matter in 
what part of the world 1111 Irishman may 
he, his calling or thinking of liimsidf as 
an Eiiglisliiiiau is treated ,ih a sort of 
UBiirpatinii. Whoever hoard of Burke, 
or (irattan, or ((iJoiinell, or Shiel, or 
Ooldamitli, or .Moore being claimed as an 
Eiiglisliinaii ! .Mr. flodkin biiars the repu- 
tation of being an able man aiul a w riter 
without prejudices, but. wi- fear that he 
has taken tnn limited a view of his sub- 
ject. Ill fact, that he i.-t apt to regard 
tin.' treatment of the noisy and seditious 
Irishmen of the [ireseiit day as an exam- 
ple of the Englisliniairu feedings towards 
Iri.shmen who win an honored word for 
Ireland wherever the En^dish language is 
spoken.

He however returned 
and said ho had no change and refused 
to give witness the money, who said ho 
would have to give him in charge. Wit- 
iiess turned towards him, and prisoner 
struck him in the eye. Witness after- 
wards gave him in charge while in a 
saloon at the corner of Cormorant street, 
which he had entered to wash his face, 
hs.ving previously had a light with an In- 
dian. 

Mr. U'm. Patton deposed that tho 
prisoner after being asked for tho money 
turned to go away, but that complainant 
caught him hy tho shoulder, and a regu- 
lar fight ensuod botwoeii tlioin. 

Superintendent O'Connor stateil that 
Several Indians saw the money given to 
prisoiu'C by compl.ainant and he had S0..''>0 
on him when arrested. 

His Honor said tho complainant laid 
his hand on the prisoner in the fir.it place 
bocauae he thought he had a right to tho 
money, and as there was no doubt of tho 
assault he would fine the prisoner 810 or 
14 days. 

A Straaso Case. 

.V ilinl'iy French couple had resided a 
long tiiiii' ill this city and worked late 
and early to l.iy up a sum of money to 
KujipiuT ihoni in their declining years. 
.Vs ho strove she saved, and they soon bo- 
held the little store of money which they 
brought with thom assume great propor- 
lions ami swell into :i large pile.

At first the attack 
was lint deemed serious; but she rapidly 
grow worse, lost her senses and then 
died, .-\ftor her death the husband re- 
ineiiibeieil that he had never asked his 
wife to reveal tho hiding place of their 
joint wunltli. "She died and made no 
sign," and lo this hour the witlowor is 
igiioiaut 'if the spot. Me has searched 
every po.ssible ami impossible nook and 
crii-niT and dug u[) the earth almut and 
uiideineath his house without success. 
The money, aiuoiintiug to se\-eral thou- 
sand dollars, cannot be found, between 
the loss of his wife and tho loss of his 
money the unfortiinate man is almost dis- 
tract e>l.

THE CRAY CONTEMPT OF COURT 
CASE. 

SZOZTIKa FBOOEEBISraS IS TBS 
OOUST. 

Tbo London Times' noport of the 
Affair. 

The proceedings in the Commission 
Court on (he liitli ult. in reference tn .Mr. 
Ciray, high shoril! ul the city, ami jiro- 
prietor of tho FreeDum's Joiunal, Dublin, 
have created a profound impression among 
all classes of citizens and some [lopular 
oxcitemont, Thoy arose out of the fol- 
lowing strictures on a trial held in that 
city: " Y'ostordaj-, at the Commi.«sioii 
Court, tho first jury trial under the receut 
Crimes .-\ct took place. John Connor 
and three others, all natives of Kerry, 
wore placerl in the dock charged with hav- 
ing, on the 17ih of iMaroh last, at Fuhoy, 
in the county of Kerry, attacked the 
house of i\lrs. .Maybury, the widow of an 
ollicer in the army. Under tho m'dinary ! 
law tho man would have been tried in i 
Kerry, whero tho alleged oll'onco look 
place; but, availing himself .if tho provi- ' 
aion in the Crimes Act, tho attorney-geii- 
oral moved the case to Dublin, and under ; 
the same meabure a special jury was em- 
paneled from a joint city and cnunly 
panel. Tho crown exorcised their right | 
to challenge on a wholesale scale, and no 
loss than 19 persons, somo cf them among 
our most resi)eotable citizens, were or- ' 
dored to stand aside. The facts of the ' 
case will bo reported elsewhere. .-\11 the j 
prisoners wore convicted, but 'he j'.iry 1 
accompanied the finding with a strong I 
rucummendation to mercy, and tho sen- 
tence was deferred." i 

The solicitor-general characterized the i 
article as a most improper interference by ; 
a [>ublic newsiiaper with the adiuiiiistra- . 
tion of justice and with the proceedings , 
of the e.iiirt. It was iibsolutoly inlnler- | 
able lhal such coiiiiueiits shuuhl be inado ! 
by any individual, bo ho a journalist or j 
belonging to any other profession or 
class. ; 

.\ further iiuotation from the article in | 
iiuestion read as follows; "Wo are uii- i 
willing to credit the rumor that the court ' 
have resolved that juries, oxclusivoly or ! 
almost e.Kclusivoly Protestants, shall do- \ 
termine, m some oases the liberty, in | 
others the lives of the prisniiers on trial ' 
at (Ireon street. Yet color is lent to the ■ 
report by the fact that yesterday, in tho i 
capital case, just as on the previous day | 
in tho Whiteboy case, Catludic geutlomeii i 
of admitted rosiiectability^ and position ! 
were ordered to stand aside when they 
took the book to bo sworn." i 

The solicitor-general als'. read a letter ^ 
dated from tho liiqierial Hotel as follows; , 

"Dear .Sir - I think ih .< public ought iti ' 
be made aware of the following facts. The [ 
jury in the murder case of 'The Queen rs. 
llynes' were last night 'locked up,' as it 
is termed, for the nittht at the liiqierial 
Hotel, where 1 also was slaying. I was 
awakened from sleep shortly after mid- 
night by the sounds of a drunken chorus, ' 
succoedeil after a time by sciillling, rush- j 
ing, coarse laughter and liorso-])lay. Along ! 
tho corridor oii which my bedroom opens - 
a number of men, it seemed to me, were ■ 
falling .about the passage in a maudlin ■ 
state of drmikeniiess, playing ribald 
jokes. 1 listened witlr patience for a con- 
siderable time, when tho door of my bod- , 
room wa3k burst open, and a man, whom 
I can identify (for ho carried a candle un- 
steadily in his hand), staggered in plainly 
under the inlluelice of drink, liiceiqipiiiii 
'Halloa, nld follow, all al.-jiie.'' My ai^- j 
swor was of a character that induced him I 
to bolt out of tho room in as disordered a 
manner as he had entered. Having rung 
tho bell I ascertained that these disor- ! 
dorly jjersons were jurors in tho csso of 1 
'Tho Queen rf. Hynes,' and that the ser- 
vants of the hotel had been endeavoring 
in vain to bring them to a sense of their 
misconduct. I thought it right to convey ■ 
to them a warning that the public would 
he.ar of their proceedings. Tho disturb- 
ance then ceased. It is fair to add that | 
no more than throe or four men appeared ; 
to bo ong.aged in tho roaring and in tho 
tipsy horso-phiy that followed. 1 leave 
the public to judge the loathsomeness of j 
such a scene upon the night when these ' 
men held the issues of life and doath foi | 
a young man in tho flower of youth, when \ 
ihoy had already huaril evidence which, 
if unrobiitled, they must have known ; 
would send him to a felon's grave. Those ' 
facts I am ready to support upon oath. \ 
" Wn.i,i.\.M (J'Bkik.s." 1 

Tho solicitor-gonoral in the course of j 
his remarks said that on the part of the | 
crown he had to disclaim lhal, for a sin- | 
kIo moment, the religion of tho juror ever j 
entered into their minds or was coutem- | 
plated by them in directing him to stand 
by. Ho admitted tho respectability of ! 
tho jurors told to aland by, and it was not ■ 
meant as the slightest rejiroach to a juror ' 
any more than if he was challenged hy 
the prisoner. ! 

Mr. ( ir.ay emphatically disclaimed any i 
imputation whatever on his lordship ur ' 
the court. It was, however, a tpiestion i 
whether the articles were contempt of j 
court. Tho Bolioitor-goneral thought that 
It was his (Mr. Gray's) duty as high ! 
sheritr of tho city of Dublin to suppress I 
articles in the Frtumun's Jo-urjuil. But i 
if that was AO ho would see whether . 
there was any way of relieving himself of ! 
the first oBice, as he considered his diit}- 
as a journalist far higher. In reference 
to the insertion of i\lr. William CBrion's ] 
letter, ho wa.s not responsible for that as ' 
the owner of the Freeman's Journal, but | 
he himself wrote tho article on the letter, i 
He know besides that it was a huiui jlde ! 
letter, and that Mr. O'Brien was not ca- 
pable of saying anything but thu truth. 

.ludge Lawson— It is better not to go 
into those matters. Tho letter, I believe, 
was written on the authority of the 
writer, and it was your duty to see that 
those jurors conducted themselves in a 
proper manner. 

Mr. Gray — It is well known that the 
Bub-sherilf and his subordinates tako 
charga of tho jurors. ' 

.ludge Lawson — Thai does not reliovo I 
you of tho responsibility. I hold you ro- 
aponsible for everything that occurred. 

Mr. (iray — .-\ number of persons were 
sworn in by the court t<i tako charge of 
tho jury. 

Judge Lawson said that did not alter 
tho matter. 

Mr. (iray — Therefore, the solicitor- 
gonoral m.ay have somothing to say if 1 
prove that these jurors wore misconduct- 
ing themselves. Was it not my duty as a 
public journalist, being informed that 
they had been drinking in tho public bil- 
liard room, and — 

.ludgo Lawson (interrupting)—! think 
you had hotter not make any statomoiit 
of th'B kind, for it will not at all assist 
your case. 

Mr. Gray — I will not follow up these 
Btatoments further. 

Judge Lawson — I believe them to be 
totally devoid of truth. It was a moat 
respectable jury, and the foreman said all 
were perfectly sober, and I firmly boHove 
him. 

Mr. Gray — My Lord — 



Judge Lawson — Mr. Gray, you had 
better not repeat these statements at all. 
If an action for libel wore brought against 
tho man who v,-roto the.se articles then you 
might be justified in tryikg to justify 
your action : but in the present instance 
you are not. Tho charge is that you com- 
mitted a contempt of court by writing 
those statements. 

Mr. Barrett (foreman of tho jury) 
The jury courts tho fullest inquiry into 
their conduct. 

Mr. William O'Brien— .\s writer of the 
letter 1 wish — _ 

.ludge Law.-ioii-- Sit .lowii, .lir! 

.Mr. f iray disclaimed that he intended 
to defeat the administration of justicr^ or 
bring tho court into contempt. 

Mr. W'ni. O'Brion, who w.ts sitting at 
the Solicitor's table, rose at this point and 
saiil: "Do justice to Mr. (.Iray." 

.ludge Lawson- Remove that man; he 
has no right to be there at all. 

-Mr. O'Brien- .My Lord- 
Judge Lawson- - Remove him at onco 
fn.iin the court. 

.-V police constalilo then touclied .Mr. 
O'lirien on the shoulder, and ho rose and 
left the court. 

-Mr. .Iiistico Lawsiui -Now, lu my 
opiiiii.n, each and i-\eryoiie of the ar- 
ticles before me con.ititiitos a grave con- 
tempt i.f i-.iiirl. 1 think those eailierones 
contaiiii 11'^ ali'i'doilH iiihi<!>itiiuis .'ilioiit ex- 
cluding Ui.man Catholics from jiirie.^ aro 
e.spe.-ial culltempt of court, and ;ire writ- 
ten fur one inirpose and for one purpose 
only- namely, to e.xcile in the minds of 
gentlemen of that persuasion, and wdio 
are on this jury, that they are ostracised, 
or not fairly dealt \Mth, and the intention 
is that when they wore called on a subso- 
<pient jury that imiirossioii should ho loft 
iipiiu their minds, ;iiid would interfere 
with the due and proper administration 
of justice. Now, ill my opinion, jurors 
of all persuasioii.s in the cointiiiiiiity re- 
quire to be jirolocted in the discharge of 
their rlnly. As to judges, it does not so 
luiudi mailer, for I hey aro probably able 
to [iriitect themselves; but jurors cvtne 
hen? without fee or reward, and under 
lake, not voluntarily, but compuls. .rily , 
the most ardlloiu duties. They have been 
on tho present occasion summoned by tho 
very writer and publisher nf those arti- 
cles, and in oboilieiice to that summons I 
they caiiii? here. .\iid when they come j 
an.

1 think one 
I.f the strongest proofs of tlii.s was that 1 \ 
myself, on ihe evening that the i-ase was \ 
tried. In considering carefully ami pain- 
fully the case, was struck by one point 
which had not boon fully developed or 
alluded to by any individunl, and [ had 
a great ^i. ish to have that point elueidated. 
The very first thing in court the next 
morninu', when the jury eiiterecl the b...\, 
one of them desired to be satisfied on 
this very point, observing that thoy hatl 
gone through the same mental process ■ 
as I had; and this point had struck them 
as well as myself, and thoy had soon ihe 
importance of it. Therefore 1 reject the 
idea that the gentlemen comprising thul 
jury weio (;apnblo of the atrocious cm- , 
duct attriliuted to them in this article. 1 
believe it to be thorough invention, and 1 
treat it as such. Now, what i.'i the posi- 
tion of a juror discharging his duty in 
this court! What is the |iositiiui of tliose 
twelve men denounced and held up to j 
public execration in tho Freeman's Jour- 
nal? We know that jurors have lest their i 
lives in this i-. iintry, and there is that j 
memorable ca.se of Mr. Herbert, in tho 
county Kerry, who lost his life because j 
he did his duty as a juror. .-Xin 1 to sit \ 
here and tolerate that public jurors are to ! 
be held up to extfcration for simply doing I 
their duty? If so, I should bo unworthy | 
of tho jiosition I hold. 1 should be un- j 
worthy of holding her majesty's conimis- j 
sion II I did not mark this proceeding in ! 
the strongest manner by a sense of tlisap- i 
])roval, and as far us I am coiicernud 1 | 
shall endeavor to protect jurors in dis- i 
ohargmg the duties imposed upi'.n them, j 
I See [lerfectly well tho design of these 
articles. It is to endeavor to destroy in | 
the public mind the moral elfoct of those 
convictions, and to iiiti'rfero with the trial ! 
of prisoners yet to be tried, and to pro- j 
vent jurors from bringing to tho tlis- 
chargH of their duties that free and uii- 
fetteoed judgment, that judgment frno 
from alarm and trepidation, which every : 
man ought to have when ho comes to dis I 
charge liis iluty. .Mr. (iriiy's positijn as j 
high sheriff for the city of Dublin has i 
greatly aggravated his olfenco in reference i 
to this case. I think he owed a duty to ' 
thu cit^' which he most seriously nog- ! 
loctod. Tf there was any imputation 
against tlu^so gentlemen of the jury, there , 
was :i mode of imlting it into a j.iroper - 
train for inquiry. If there was an impu- 
tation of the crown trying to pack the j 
jury, it could also have been inquired 
into at tho close of tho commisaion; but 
this charge of packing the jury without 
further impiiry during the pending of the 
commission, without ))roper or with in- 
suflicieiit evidence, and attacking the 
judge, as is done in this case, for reject- 
ing eviden«o which he ought to have 
taken, is - state of things which cannot 
be tolt'i-ated. 1 therefore feel bound, in 
the exercise of the undoubted discretion 
which is vested in me, to sentence Mr. 
Edmund Dwyer Gray both to imprison 
ment and fine. .-Voconlingly, the sentence 
of tho court is that (it appearing that 
these articles constituted a contempt of 
court) you Edmund Dwyer Gray be im- 
prisoned for the term of three calendar 
moiilha, and to ])ay a fine to her majesty 
the (Jueon of £M0, and after tho tortni- 
nation of that jioriod of three months to 
give securities (youiself in 1:5,000 and 
two seouritios in L"J,.')U0 each) to bo of 
good behavior and to keep tho peace to- 
wards her majesty's subjects for the term 
of six months, or in default to be im- 
prisoned for a further term of three 
months. 1 now wish it to be understood 
that if any other newspaper writes arti- 
cles of a similar character as long as tins 
commission is sitting, and the proprietors 
are brought before mo in the same way, 1 
shall deal with them with quite ;ia much 
heverity as I have dealt with tho present 
case Let Mr. Gray be now taken into 
custody. 

Mr. (Iray — 1 do not know whether your 
lordship ciiuld give mo a little time to ar- 
range my business affairs before going to 
prison. 

His Lordship — In prison you will have 
every opportunity of dealing with your 
private airairs. 

Dr. Whyto (tho city coroner) — Mv lord, 
I have no precedent for taking a high 
shoriir into custody, and am not prepared 
to do ao without legal advico. 

His Lordship — You will do so on my 
order, or take the consequences. After a 
pause his lordship again said: Mr, Ooro- 
nor, do you mean to discharge this duty ? 

Coroner — Oh, yea, my lord. 

His Lordship — WoU, do so at onco, or 
I will call on the sherift" of the. county of 
Dublin to do it. 



Coroner — Your lordship has not said 
whether I am tu convoy him to a prison 
or not. 

His Lordship (to the clerk of the 
crown) — What is the legal prison ! 

Mr. Gealo — "Tho Co.aso to Do Evil " - 
the Richmond prison. 

Coroner — Then I am personally to con- 
voy him there.

A largo portion of what 
WHS onco tho land of Goshen is now cov- 
ered by Lake ]Slenxaloli . Jlany of tho 
ancient canals in this part of Egypt were 
undoiibtodly constructed by tho Israolitoa, 
wdio wore compelled to se.r\'o procisoly in 
the saino way in which Ismail, the li-.te 
Khedive, employed the forced labor of 
tho P'ollshcon in constructing his modern 
canals. The route through which .Sir 
Garnet Wolsoloy onte.ra Egypt crosses 
that by which the Children of Israel loft 
it on tho journey to tho Red Sea. 

Mrs. Laiigtry has brought her provin- 
cial tour to an end with a clear not profit 
of .i;8,7i)^i, which is a very comfortable 
sum to earn in twelve weeks. .She had 
intended to extend the tour to Ireland, 
but was prevented owing to thu eontinu 
111 work telling on her.
